Southwest Africa has written to the 
Reichbote defending

Hereros 


against the charges of massacering 
women and children and the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter of men. 


He gives the matter of a number of 


women who had been reported killed, 
but who are all alive, although the 
Hereros had opportunities to murder 
them. Native Christians, the mission- 
ary adds, assisted a number of women 
and children to reach the military sta- 
tions safely, 


The missionary further asserted that 


the Hereros rebelled partly through 
the oppressions of the traders, partly 
owing tp the cruelties inflicted on 
them, and partly on account of the dis- 
regard of the Germans for the sacred- 
ness of the marital relations of the 
natives.

Wages of English Hangmen. 


The many executions taking place

Far 
different was it from, the Ketches of 
old time, as the following record 
shows: "Executioner's fees, 7s. 6d.; 
stripping the body, 4s. 6d.; use of shell, 
2s. 6d."—St. James Gazette.
